The above Formula shows how the within Register should be made out 
at the end of each term of school. It is copied, mainly, after the form 
prescribed by the Hon. A, Abernethey, Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, and published with his comments on the School Law of 1872. Tho 
blanks in the heading of the Register are filed in the Formula, and 
embraced in parentheses, simply toshow how they are to be filled up by 
teachers, in making out the General Registers the figures representing the 
days of the month, being altered so as to suit the winter term, commencing 
January 5, 1874. Teachers who follow the Formula as closely as names, 
dates, and I«ccalitics will allow, in making out their Registers, will conform 
to the requirements of the law. 

In the column headed “Ages,” and opposite each scholar’s name 
is written the number representing his or her age in years—the odd months 
and days, if any, in this case not being considered. 

Each column under the gencral head of “ Attendance in Days for the 
Weeks ending,” ctc., is designed to embrace the number of days each scholar 
attended school during each successive week of the term. 

John Smith, in the Formula, is represented as having attended four days 
during the first week of the term, five days during the second week, three 
and one halfdays during the third week, and forly-seven days during the 
entiro term, John Mortime. commenced school January 5th, the first day 
of the term, but left at the close of the ninth week, having attended forty- 
seven days during the term. Mary Jane Hosmer commenced school on Mon_ 
day, the third weck of the term, and continued till the close, having 
attended promptly every day after she commenced. Let her be placed on 
the Roll of Honor. 

At the close of the term the whole number of days attendance of cach 
scholar is set down opposite his or her name in the column headed “ Num- 
ber of Days Attendance,” and at the bottom of the Register, at the foot of 
the column, is found the “Total Number Days Attendance.

The (#)in the several columns under the general head of “ Brauches 
of Studies pursued,” ctc., denote the different studies pursued by each pupil 
during the term. 

When a scholar enters school after the commencement of the term, a 
black, or red line, which is better, should be drawn against his uame from 
the beginning of the term to the day of his entrance, as in the case of Mary 
Jane Hosmer in the Formula, and when a scholar leaves before the close of 
the terma similar line should be drawn from the date of his leaving to the 
end of the term, as in the case of John Mortimer. These lines will show 
what part of the term a scholar is not regarded as belonging to the school. 





Regarding Daily Registers and the duty of tcachers to keep them in 
every common school throughout the State the law is imperative. It is as 
follows : 

“The teacher shall keep a correct Register of the school, which shall 
exhibit the sub-district, tow rue county, and slate in w hich the school 
is kept, the day of the week, the month, and year, the name, age, and 
attendance of each scholar, aud the branches taught; the Register to be 
as near as practicable after the form appended to this act. When scholars 
reside in different district-,a Register shall be kept for each district.”— 
Section 62 School Law of 1872. 2) 

The State Superintendent of Public Instruction very justly remarks in 
his comments on the School Law, thut ‘‘This Register should be kept in a 
book permanently bound, and belonging to the district. One should be 
supplicd by the Directors for use in each sub-district.” 

“The teacher shall, immediately after the close of his school file in the 
office of the Secretary of the Board of Directors a certified copy of the Reg- 
ister aforesaid.’’—Section 63, ib. 

The State Supcrintendent also says,in his comments above referred to: 

“ A correct copy of the teacher's Register is usually indispensable to the 
proper discharge of the Secretary's duties, hence, the Secretary of the dis- 
trict may refuse to sign an order for the teacher’s wages until the Register is 
filed in his office, as required by this section.” 
















Teachers can not be too careful in observing the requirements of the law in regard to the manner of keeping their Daily Reg- 
isters, and the prompt delivery of properly certified copies thereof to the Secretary of the District in which they may teach. 

No duties of the Teacher under the law are more imperative than these—and yet many Teachers and School Officers are to a 
greater or less degree indifferent as it regards the forms and contents of the Daily Registers which they purchase. This Register has 
been arranged with great care, and with the sole idea toward its conformity with the School Law and the wants of Teachers and Dis- 
trict Secretaries. The law contemplates that Boards of Directors should see to it that every Teacher employed by them 
should be supplied with Daily Registers of proper form, substantially bound and furnished at the expense of the District 

And then, by section 22, School Law of 1872, it is made their imperative duty to visit the Schools under their control from time 
to time, and see that the said Registers are properly kept, and the rules of the Board properly enforced.

KKKKKKKREKERK 


Out of The Distant Past 


Life existed in this area in prehistoric times. Evidence of this was discovered on 
the George Volrath property at the northeast corner of Fifth and Fillmore Streets. During 
grading operations a skeleton was uncovered that proved to be a rare find. 


The Putnam Museum was notified who dispatched a skilled detail to the site. The 
latter carefully removed, brushed and labeled the bones. At the time, it was the intention 
to later assemble the skeleton. Bone fragments were submitted to museums at Chicago and 
St. Louis. Their joint study revealed that the remains were of a prehistoric zebra, approxi- 


mately 45,000 years old. 





Indian Mound 


This mound is located on the southeast corner of Fourth and Fillmore Streets. It is 
visible from both streets and has defied erosion of some 4,500 years. It was opened 
and studied by the Putnam Museum about 1940. 


The burial chamber was arched by stone and contained nine skeletons and a 
quantity of artifacts. There were also fragments of clam shells, corn cobs and 
evidence that fires had been kindled in the mound. From the latter it could be 
assumed that during severe weather the Indians might have sought shelter there. 
Entrance from the surface could have been easily provided by a small tunnel. 


Some of the artifacts were removed for exhibit at the museum. They could be 
identified as being from the Hopewell culture. 


Because of the unique construction of the mound and its commanding view of the 
river, it could indicate it is the burial place of a chief and his family. The mound is 
well kept and is bordered by perennial flowers. It is therefore one of the most beautiful 
of its kind in America. 


Memoirs of a Child 


Martha Underwood recalled the first habitations of white settlers in Princeton. She 
was born in 1840 and as a child traveled through the area in a covered wagon. 


Martha remembered a small cabin possibly built by Giles Pinneo. She also recalled 
a sod house on the farm - now owned by Waldo Jones. Evidence of the latter dwelling 
were visible quite recently. Martha's son Pratt and daughter Susie Carter came West 
from Virginia to be with her during her advanced years. She lived to be over 90. 


Rock Cut Inventor 


In the early days the old stone house at Rock Cut was the home of Aaron Lancaster. 
Not only was he a skilled gunsmith, but he possessed an inventive mind. He perfected 
a windmill of such improved design that it attracted the attention of a manufacturer. 
The latter's representative failed to make an offer acceptable to the inventor and there 
were no further negotiations. The representative, however, had memorized all details 
of design sufficient to make it. Lancaster was defrauded of all benefits. He died in 
1908 at the age of 93 years and 7 months. 
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Allsbrow Marina Shop 


The present building is the lower floor of what might be the oldest business building 
in town. An upper three-room apartment was destroyed by fire. The roof rafters had 
all been hewn with a hand adz. 


In the early 1870's it housed a small general store, the first business venture of J. D. 
Dennis. Later it became a restaurant and then a pool room and barber shop. During the 
1920's, when the latter was operated by Claude Arney, it was endeared by many. Here 
on cold winter days you could enjoy a game of rotation for five cents or enjoy the warmth 
of the big front room stove. Baseball and duck hunting were favorite topics of conversa- 
tion. A portable phonograph filled the room with the latest hit tunes. It has nostalgic 
memories for many. 7 


Princeton's First Sawmill 


John B. Forsyth arrived in Princeton from Ohio in the year 1854. He built and 
operated the first sawmill until his death. He also served as a Justice of Peace and a 
School Director. As a member of the School Board, he signed on Christmas Day in the 
year 1865 a memorable contract. Thomas Drennen agreed to furnish 250 perches of 
quarry stone for $387.50 to be used in the construction of a new schoolhouse at Third 
and Clay Streets. 


Parkhurst Homestead & Ferry 


In 1844 Jonas Whitney Parkhurst took a claim situated one-half mile south of the 
Wapsipinicon River and two miles west of the Mississippi River. This was along the old 
wagon trail some three and one-half miles north of Princeton. He erected a one anda 
half story frame house twenty-by-forty feet in size. It contained two large rooms with 
fireplaces and several smaller rooms. 


A daughter, Anna Parkhurst Stafford, describes life as it existed then as rigorous, 
yet abundant. The virgin soil yielded bountiful crops of vegetables for the table. A 
shed to the rear of the house was hung full of wild game in season. Wild geese, ducks, 
snipe, sandhill cranes, quail, prairie chickens, pigeons, deer, rabbits and squirrels 
were plentiful. The river teemed with fish including the prized channel catfish. Nearby 
stands of timber provided fuel. 


The Parkhursts were friends of the Codys living in the Long Grove area. Visits 
were frequently exchanged in favorable weather until the Codys moved to Kansas. 
Bill Cody was age seven at the time. He was a playmate of Charles Rich, centenarian 
and well-known resident for many years in the large brick home in Pinneo’s Grove. 
Rich was always Buffalo Bill's guest during Davenport showings. 


Although a ford existed in the Wapsipinicon River, the flux of the river stages 
precluded its use most of the time. Parkhurst recognized the need for a public ferry 
and spanned the river with a cable. A large flat bottom boat was attached by a rope 
to a pulley traveling on the cable. A swath of timber was cut on the south side of the 
river bank making crossing flags visible from the house. 


The ferry was ultimately responsible for Parkhurst's death. During a crossing the 
pulley rope broke, throwing him overboard into the icy water. Pneumonia followed 
which proved fatal. (Reference: Letter of Alma Stafford Van Houten. ) 


The Steamer Outing 


Princeton's only steamboat in its history was the small sidewheeler Outing. It towed 
barges of grain as far distant as St. Louis. Its main use, however, was for local freight 
and for the clamshell harvest. When the Albany, Illinois, clamshell bed was nearing 
depletion, the Outing transported a small city of clammers with their boats and equip- 
ment to more productive waters. The clammers received $4.00 per ton for their shells 
plus so much an ounce for the slugs. It was not uncommon to find a pearl worth $50.00 
or more. The clammers separated the meats from the shells by steam pans over wood 
fires. 


Most of the shells were delivered to cutting plants or button factories in Muscatine. 
During the melon season, the Outing would return home with a bargeload of melons. 


The Outing's crew consisted of pilot, engineer and a deckhand, who doubled as 
fireman. It was owned and operated by J. D. Dennis. 


Homeguards vs Rustlers 


During the Civil War a company of teenage youths was organized for Homeguard duty. 
Many men were absent for military service making the area vulnerable to raids by outlaws. 
It was rumored that a band of the outlaws was using the Maquoketa Caves as a hideout. 





The Homeguards were drilled regularly and a system of communication was devised 
affording rapid mobilization. There mettle was soon tested. 


An alert was sounded that a suspicious acting band of men had bivouaced at Rock 
Cut. The Homeguards were quickly on the scene. A party of riders had just returned 
to the camp and were still mounted. One of them, evidently the leader, reined close 
to the boys as though to intimidate them. He inquired, in an insulting tone of voice, 
what foolishness they were up to. In return he was told that, failing to prove their 
business was honorable, they must leave at once. This was met by derisive laughs. 
Bedlam then broke loose. 


Showers of rocks pelted riders and horses. Riders had difficulty controlling their 
mounts - let alone shield themselves. The leader was struck in the temple and fell 
from his horse. The action stopped. Slowly the leader regained his senses and mounted. 
As he rode away he muttered something beneath his breath. 


The Homeguards had vindicated their existence. They formed ranks and marched 
triumphantly in perfect cadence down Front Street. Thus ended the confrontation at 
Rock Cut. 


¢ Princeton Cornet Band 


In the post civil war period a town band was a mark of distinction. Princeton 
possessed such an organization. Benjamin Metzger was the conductor. He had 
conducted a band in Germany. 


Metzger was a shoemaker by trade. He also taught string and brass instruments 
and was a school director. Most of the band members had reteived their musical 
instruction from him. He played first cornet. J. D. Dennis was the tuba player. 
Charles Rich was the bass drummer and bands benefactor. He furnished the money 
for most of the instruments. The names of other musicians are not available. 


Peaslee Mortuary 
At the turn of this century, Walter Peaslee was Princeton's mortician and photographer. 
He was a graduate of a college in Valparaiso, Indiana. 
According to Peaslee's account books, the sum of $35.00 was the highest cost of his 


funerals. He was Sunday School Superintendent of the Presbyterian Church for many 
= 3 years. Very active in youth work, he was joined by his wife, the former Julia Metzger. 


After Peaslee's death his widow disposed of his business to Presley McGinnis. Later 
the firm moved to Bettendorf and expanded to include establishments at Davenport and 
DeWitt. Finley McGinnis, son of the founder, is head of the management. They continue 
to lend financial support to the Princeton Presbyterian Church and Oakridge Cemetery. 


The Riverview Hotel 


The Riverview Hotel is now operated as the Kane Apartments. It is one of Princeton's 
oldest landmarks. In the early days it was a hotel and stagecoach stop. Travelers also 
arrived by packet boat or horse and buggy. 


A livery stable was operated in conjunction with the hotel. Business could be 
conducted in the surrounding countryside. Many salesmen also transacted business in 
Cordova across the river. For a fee of fifty cents an oarsman with boat could be 
engaged for the round trip. In later years the Forsythe Ferry operated from a dock near 
the present Schulz Fish Market. The Revere House also provided lodging and livery 
service. It was located just south of the post office. 


Arkie Farmhouse 


The old brick home at Fifth and Washington Streets has been commonly known in 
recent years as the Arkie Place. Present owner and developer of this tract is William 
Cole. He is now engaged in the restoration of this house. This is very commendable 
and a worthy contribution to the preservation of landmarks. 


A few people now living remember the attractiveness of the house and grounds during 
its occupancy by the Samuel Porter family. It was well kept with a beautiful green lawn, 
and generally white Pekin ducks rested on the lawn. On the hilltop, the present site of 
a city park, was a beautifully wooded area surrounding a small pond. It was known as 
Porter's Grove and was the scene of many picnics. 


McBride Home 


A most distinctive, older home of the Civil War era remains at Third and Walnut 
Streets. For years it was the residence of Reverend McBride, the local Presbyterian 
Minister. 


The house is of brick construction and the exterior remains unaltered throughout 
the years. The property originally comprised several acres. It was extensive enough 
to provide a tillable area, wood lot and pasture for livestock. Surplus milk was sold 
except on Sunday. 


Following the McBride occupancy, the place became a rental property. It remained 
so until sometime in the 1930's when William McBride (a son) sold it to Dr. Mclederry. 
The new occupant modernized the interior by lowering the high room ceilings and 
installing Heatalator Units in the fi KPIS etc. Since then most of the ground has 
been subdivided into building lots. 


lt has been rumored that this house was a link in the underground railway for 
escaping Negro slaves. The authenticity of this has never been substantiated. 


Dr. Bell Mansion 


In the 1850's Dr. Bell built a twenty-room house on the southwest corner of Third 
and Fillmore Streets. The walls were of double brick and a cut stone retaining wall 
bordered the steps and walk leading up the terrace to the front entrance. The house 
was built close to the front and had four rooms on the basement level, opening onto 
the front sidewalk. These evidently served as the Doctor's office, waiting and 


supply rooms. 


The main floor had five rooms plus a large entrance hall and two pantries. This 
floor was at ground level at the top of the terrace. The second floor had four bedrooms 
to the front and servants' quarters to the rear, consisting of a living room, two bed- 
rooms anda kitchen. The third or attic floor had three large rooms, which were 
lathed for plastering, but never completed. 


One of the oddities of this house was that there was no ornate staircase leading 
to the upper floors,nor were there any fireplaces. There were chimneys and flues 
sufficient for eight heating and cook stoves. Ceiling heights were a normal eight 
feet. 


After the Bell occupancy ceased, the house was used as a girls seminary for a time. 
lt remained idle for many years, which invited the belief that the place was haunted. 
For quite some time just the second floor apartment was occupied. 


In 1908 J. D. Dennis acquired the property and commenced restoration of the house. 
The Dennis family used it as a summer home until 1918, when they occupied it permanently. 
In 1928 fire broke out on the roof and the house was completely destroyed. Had the present 
Volunteer Fire Department existed the blaze could have been extinquished with only minor 
damage.

Pioneer Doctor & Building 


Dr. Samuel Knox was one of the earliest, possibly the first, to establish a medical 
practice in Princeton. His son, John, followed in his footsteps in becoming the seventh 
doctor in direct succession in their family. The Knox homestead is now occupied by 
the Waldo Jones family. 


Dr. John claimed to be the first white child born in Scott County. No one has ever 
offered proof to refute this to the writer's knowledge. His practice was extensive, but 
still took time to serve several terms as town Mayor. He took up political issues and 
fought vigorously to prevent the relocation of the river road at the Tile Works below 
LeClaire. He had an avid interest in local Indian history. 


The doctor envisioned rapid growth of the town and decided to erect a large building 
with storerooms, offices, a ballroom and maybe hospital accommodations. With borrowed 
capital to augment his own, he erected exterior brick walls for a two-story structure on ~ 
Front Street. At this stage his funds were exhausted and Princeton creditors would not 
extend more. He was able, however, to secure sufficient money in LeClaire for the 
completion of the building. He failed to do this, but instead added two more stories 
to the exterior walls. Further credit was not forthcoming and the skeleton structure 
remained so as a blot on the business section for many years. 


In the early 1930's the Community Hall Building Association was formed with capital 
stock of $10,000. Two stories of the outer walls were removed and the structure was 
completed. After a few years it was acquired by H. W. Boll, as sole owner, who has 
maintained the property in a creditable fashion. 


Dr. Knox disposed of his farm for quite a large sum of money. He almost immediately 
became the target for stock and bond and other salesmen of questionable investments. He 
became penniless in a very short time. He moved into an apartment in the present Kane 
Building with his very gracious widowed sister, Elizabeth Meadley. He lived out his 
remaining years there. It was a peaceful, yet tragic, ending for a man who had served 
the community well in so many ways. The writer had many interesting and informative 
discussions with him. The man had qualities commanding respect. 


From a Modest Beginning 


He arrived in Princeton with his parents at the age of seven. The year was 1854. 
His father engaged in a small mercantile business, which was closed whenever he was 
commissioned a wagon train captain for crossing the Great Plains. The latter also 
served as a Scott County Supervisor. 





Young Job only progressed as far as the fifth grade in school. He was, however, 
tutored at home by his well-educated mother. He loved the river and was an expert 
oarsman. He made several trips on log rafts where his ability was utilized for running 
out the mooring lines in a skiff. He worked at other odd jobs until he accumulated 
$250.00. He was now ready for the big step. 


lt was in the early 1870's when he and a friend left for Davenport. Each drove a 
team with a large wagon and the hour was early. Job had his $250.00 with him and 
the wholesale houses, on the strength of it, gave him an equal amount of credit. Two 
days later a new general merchandise store was opened in Princeton with a $500.00 
stock. The competitors called it a peanut stand, but customers and stock increased 
daily. lt was only a short time before the building became too small for the stock 
and amount of business. A large store was needed. One was built. 


The building had exterior walls of brick burned in a kiln on the bluff to the rear 
of the Gesell residence. It had a mansard roof and attractive cornice. The basement 
was blasted out of solid rock. It remained cool enough for the storage of butter. A 
dummy elevator was constructed to the main floor. A gas generating plant furnished 
lights for the building and for a row of sidewalk lights from the store to Whiskey Run. 
The main salesroom at ground level was large. To the rear was an office and a screened 
in flour room with a storage capacity of over a carload. 


A row of hitching posts was installed on both sides of the block to accommodate 
the usual Saturday shoppers. The large upstairs ballroom covered the entire floor. 
lt had a gala opening with a band from Rock Island captivating the dancers. Other 
dances and entertainment followed. A roller-skating instructor arrived from Chicago 
with a gross of rink skates. The skates had wooden bottoms with hard maple rollers, 
cushioned with rubber. The hall was the home of local talent, plays and the Farmer's 
Institute. It was also here on a memorable day in the year 1908 that the Farmer's 
Savings Bank was born. After many conferences beforehand, Andrew Schmalz, Emil 
Kroeger and Job Dennis, did the preliminary planning and solicited the sale of capital 
stock. They were all highly esteemed local men of integrity. Job served as President 
for twenty-five years. Andrew and Emil then served in succession until their deaths. 


Recreational activities were not confined to the upper floor. In front of the shoe 
department were the chairs and checkerboards, along with the plug tobacco boxes filled 
with sawdust. There were extra chairs for Kibitzer, but sometimes even those were 
filled and it was standing room only. The extra chairs also were used for friendly sit- 
down visits between customers. Nearly everyone had a driving horse. If there were 
any disagreements about whose was the fastest, it could be settled at the store's race 
tract - around forty acres on the Lower Lane. It was the home of J. D.'s race horse. 


Other businesses were operated in conjunction with the store. J. D. built a grain 
elevator, lumber yard and ice house at the present site of the Johnson Mfg. Co. A 
large warehouse at the lower end of town was used for grain storage preparatory to 
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shipment by boat. A crew of men sacked the grain. Frank "Pandy" Rook was the best 
sack sewer. A wagon scale was installed in front of the store for weighing in grain and 
for public use. The fee was twenty-five cents per draft. A large warehouse was built 
on the riverfront near the store. It was used for the storage of fencing, barrel salt and 
various items of hardware and farm equipment. The Outing was moored close by. All 
these operations gave employment to local men. The store was agent for the packet 
boats. 


In the store George Metzger was the regular clerk. He could quickly weigh and 
tie up packages. Most of the items were sold in bulk, such as sugar, tea, coffee, 
beans, etc. Bert Morgan and Harry Martin were part-time clerks. Metzger could 
speak German fluently to the satisfaction of a large number of customers. He was 
also Postmaster, but that was in another building. His wife, Maggie Hanks, was 
the daughter of Samuel Hanks, first cousin of Nancy Hanks Lincoln. It was the only 
place in town selling bakery bread. 


About the year 1910 the store was sold to J. S. Hartwick. Other owners followed 
but with only mediocre success until the arrival of H. W. Boll. Heine, as he has always 
been affectionately called, put the business back on the map. He later moved the 
business south to the corner. 


The old landmark has not been used for years for mercantile purposes. If you should 
happen to be walking past if some night, pause awhile to reflect and listen. The moon 
may light your path as the ornate gas lights would have done years ago. You might 
even be able to hear the echo of a Viennese Waltz from the far distant past.

An Early Assessor 


Tax assessments many years ago were not the painful ordeal experienced by many 
today. The assessor called at the house and layed his book on the table. He explained 
any new laws or changes in valuation. 


Robert Strong was such an assessor. He served in that capacity for many years. The 
taxpayers were all known to him and he listened patiently to all complaints. He qualified 
all his judgements. 


The assessor's job was part-time. Robert farmed at the edge of town. He was a staunch 
Presbyterian and held offices in the church. He sang in the church quartette and gave voice 
lessons. 


The Princeton Wagon Works 


Prior to 1900 the firm of Hull and Philips built wagons. They were made mostly 
from native woods and of very rugged construction. It was a decided advantage to 
the farmers to be able to buy such a quality vehicle locally. One could even have 
a wagon built to order. 


R. S. Philips was an active Odd Fellow. He loved children and on many occasions 
would drop in unannounced in school rooms to speak to them. After the wagon business 
was terminated, he engaged in the hardware business inSterling, Illinois, for many 
years. He returned often to Princeton to visit. 


Princeton Tammany Hall 


The M. L. Hire Clothing Store was a small Democrat island surrounded by a 
Republican sea. The adamant Democrats who held caucus there were but three. 
They were Mack Hire, Ed Martin and Job Dennis. Voters with contrasting political 
views dubbed the store Tammany Hall. 


After the administration of Grover Cleveland in 1897 there was gloom in the store 
on a national political level. Even the silver-tongued Williams Jennings Bryan failed 
them. It was not until the election of Woodrow Wilson in 1913 that joy was restored. 


Mack and his brother, Fred, were popular barbers and added to the store’s income 
from their chairs in the rear of the store. Mack was a meticulous dresser. Even on 
warm summer evenings he would appear at the store wearing white shirt, tie and coat. 
He served both on town council and cemetery boards. Ed Martin also served many terms 
as councilman. He built and operated the slaughterhouse - now occupied by a locker 
plant. 


An Unforgettable Character 


John "Dummy" White was unschooled, had a maimed arm, was deaf and his speech 
was unintelligible most of the time. He had few jobs, except for something no one else 
would accept. He did a little clamming, selling the shells and eating some of the clams. 
He fished some and rowed surprisingly well, despite his bad arm. He kept the store 
basement clean and was paid for it. He could also have all the potatoes he wanted 
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plus ripe bananas, etc. He fastened rents in his clothing with finishing nails from the 
store's kegs. His favorite night lodging place in summer was a hollow tree on the river 
bank. He was accepted by the townspeople for what he was. 


Dummy was killed one evening by a train. His remains were taken to a vacant 
building. There he was washed up, his hair trimmed and his mustache was daubed with 
stove polish. He was dressed with a white shirt, tie and presentable coat. The 
transformation in appearance was remarkable. He appeared like most any other man 
on the street. 


He had made no enemies, had committed no crimes, nor had unpaid debts. He had 
made the most out of what little nature had endowed him with. No longer would he be 
the butt of misguided jokes or pitying glances. He was leaving his earthly body, with 
all the trials it had suffered, behind him. John was going home. 


Oakridge Anecdote 


She had been a pioneer woman and had lived to be over ninety. Her ashes were 
returned to repose beside the grave of her long-departed husband. 


The cemetery representative was the only one present. He interred the urn and 
carefully replaced the sod. He paused awhile to reflect, then kneeling, recited the 
twenty-third Psalm. He placed a wreath, unused from another burial, on the grave. 
From a nearby thicket wild canaries sang the Requiem. 


With Fiddle & Gun 


He was young, tall, broad-shouldered and had a weather-beaten face. He rode 
his horse in a leisurely fashion and his brown water spaniel patiently kept pace. The 
belongings carried were in contrast. The rider wore shoes, but hip boots dangted from 
the saddle horns. A muzzle-loading shotgun and a fiddle in an old black wooden case 
completed the array. He was enroute from his home in Princeton to visit his friends - 
the Carbers. They lived near the present site of McCausland. 


As the visitor neared his destination his presence did not remain unnoticed. It 
was a welcome signal that good times were assured at the Carber homestead in the 
evening. The guests started to arrive soon after the supper dishes had been put away. 
The house was soon full of expectant people. Volunteers quickly helped move furniture 
to other rooms. 
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Grandpa Carber and his young visitor put resin on their bows and drew a few short 
rasps on their fiddles. Since it didn't sound too badly, they were off with a flourish. 
The house started to vibrate from the pounding feet. Although the musicians repertoire 
was not extensive, it included the hit tunes of the day. Very well received were the 
Arkansas Traveler, Mockingbird, Devil's Dream, Irish Washerwoman, Turkey in the 
Straw and the St. Paul Waltz. Even in this later day one can detect and enjoy the 
Mockingbird strains, which were included in the music of "My Fair Lady." 


It was truly an event of the social season, but even these must have an ending. At 
midnight after the fiddles had sobbed out the strains of Home, Sweet Home, the 
reluctant dancers departed. Quietude again settled on the Wapsipinicon bottoms. 


At daybreak the peace and tranquility was punctured by the repeated blasts from 
a muzzle-loader. It's roar echoed against the distant bluffs as it took it's toll from 
almost an endless flight of mallards over the timber. The acrid fumes of burnt black 
powder filled the air. Last night it was the fiddle. This morning it was the gun. 


The principles of this story have long since departed, but the memories remain. 
For many years a small offshoot of the Wapsie was known as Job's Run. 


The River Rowdies 


During the early steamboat and rafting days, Princeton was plagued by wild 
rowdies, the same as other river towns. Two saloons existed on the corner of Front 
and Clay Streets. Because of the volume of hard liquor consumed, the ditch on the 
west side of Clay Street was named Whiskey Run. 


It was not safe for women to appear on the street without an escort when the 
rowdies were in town. Even the men on their trips downtown for mail or on other 
business carried sword or rifle canes. Most of the townspeople remained aloof from 
this rabble. Fights were common, but there were no fatalities. With the coming of 
the railroad and waning river traffic, the town settled back to normal. 


Wild Mustang Auction 


Henry Lieberenz would auction off two carloads of wild horses ata time. The 
sale was conducted at the stock yards at the upper end of town. The animals were 
shaggy and mean looking "critters." So mean that the handlers had to be agile as 
the horses jumped wildly and kicked. 
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Farmers, however, could see their possibilities and knew they were tough. 
When two could be fairly matched, as a team and sold that way, the price was good. 


Harry Martin could be engaged to break the mustangs to harness. He hitched 
them to a stone boat as the first training step. 


Good food and lodging worked wonders. The rough appearance was replaced 
by asleek one. It was hard to realize they had, but a short time before, roamed 
in the wild west. 


No Sittin - No Hiftin 


Fritz Bartsch operated a shoe repair shop just north of the present Frankie's 
Garage. When the hunters would start coming in loaded down with ducks, Fritz 
would get the fever. He would sally forth with his muzzle loader, but always 
return empty-handed. With a distinct German accent, Fritz would give this historic 
alibi: "No sitten - no hitten. " 


The Village Smithy 


What treasured memories gladden us when we recall the opening line of Longfellow's 
immortal poem. Most of us either read or recited it as children. 


The tree that shaded the entrance to Charlie Wendt's Blacksmith Shop was not 
chestnut. It was however spreading. It stood like a sentinel and provided a cooling 
respite from the heat for both man and beast. 


The shop was located on the riverside of Front Street just south of Whiskey Run. 
Here there were no power-driven drophammers, bellows, welding machines or torches. 
The tapping of the hammer on the big anvil relayed a message to the sledge. The 
smithy's free arm pulled patiently on the bellows lever. Hammer and flux were used 
for welding. Possibly the last horse shoeing job was done about 1932. The handsome 
team belonged to Fink Moran who lived below LeClaire. 


Charlie worked on a Yukon River steamboat during the Alaskan Gold Rush. He 
loved to recount that period. He was most affable and it was a pleasure both to 
know and talk to him. 
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PRINCETON TOWNSHIP. 


A very interesting chapter on the first settlement of Princeton township was written by Mr. Barrows in his history = 
of Scott county herein published to which the reader is referred. But quite a number of the earliest settlers not 
mentioned by him are given a place here. Settlement in the township was at first quite slow, but even at that the 
Methodist circuit rider thought fit to visit the comnmmity and hold religious services. It was not long before there 
were three denominations represented, the Presbyterian, the Methodist Episcopal and the Evangelical Lutheran. 

All of these erected church buildings. In 1853 Jerry Goodrich, James Todd and Porter McK mstry, members of 
the Methodist church, with friends and neighbors, built a brick church edifice near Lost Grove. Services were 
held there about three years, when the members afterwards attended meeting at Princeton, on account of the 
death of several of the prinicpal members of the congregation. In February, 1856, Rev. Daniel Garber of the 
Evangelical Lutheran church organized a church of that faith in this township. A meeting was held nn May 
following at which Isaac Daughenbaugh was elected elder, Sanmel Gast, deacon. Meetings were then held in the 
vacated Methodist church and continued there until 1859, when the congregation erected a building of their own 
in Princeton, which was turned over to the Methodists in exchange for the Methodist church at Lost Grove. 

Meetings have been held there from that time up to the present. The first school was taught here in 1846-1847 
by Miss Hannah Peaslee im a log house owned by H. H. Pinneo, in what is now known as Princeton independent 
district. Miss Peaslee's successors were Mrs. Charles Budd and Milcah Goodrich. Sometime afterwards an old 
barn was purchased by Giles M. Pinneo and Wilbur Warren, who remodeled the building and which was for a 
period used for both school and church purposes. A brick school building was built in 1852 and Mathias E. 
Pinneo was the first teacher. This was the schoolhouse of Princeton until 1864, when it was consolidated with 
other schools which occupied the ground floor ofa hall on Front street. Then, mn 1862, district No. | was 
changed into an independent district and in 1866 a large and substantial stone school building was erected on 
Third and Clay streets at the cost of about $5,000. The city of Princeton was incorporated in January, 1857, 
and in March, following, the first election was held, at which Sammel Porter became the first mayor, but resigned 
from the office in May, following. To fill this vacancy a special election was held and Wiliam Shew was chosen 
mayor. The town contained at this time about 250 mhabitants, two hotels, one church, two stores, a blacksmith 
shop, a steam saw mill, and about fifty dwellings. In 1858 William H. Tompson was elected mayor and at that 
time there were about 500 mhabitants. Improvements kept up steadily m the town and it became a place of 
considerable importance. A steam saw mill was built by Isaac Sherman, of Cleveland, Ohio, costing $8,000, 
and whose output equalled 30,000 feet per day. Two steam grist mills were also built, one by Herbert M. 
Fishback, which cost about $9,000, and the other by McKinstry and Hubbard, which cost $12,000. About this 
time Dr. G. L. Bell erected a very pretentious residence for that day at a cost of $5,000. In 1862 a disastrous 
fire visited the little city of Princeton and destroyed a valuable three-story business and office building which had 
been erected by F. G. Welsh and also the business house owned by Christian Schmaltz. At this time the 
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The citizens of Princeton take a pride in the honor which her sons reflected upon the town through their services 


in the Civil war. Its bright roll of honor is to be found in the chapter on the Civil war in this history. The First 
Methodist church of Princeton was built in 1858. This church takes pride in the history of its Sunday school 

which began at the time of its organization in 1849 by Father Pinneo and others. In 1887 the Methodist society 
erected a church edifice at a cost of $2,500 and is at this day in a very prosperous condition. On the site of the 
old church building the Presbyterians erected a new church structure in 1888 which cost about $3,000. In 1898 
the Salem Evangelical Lutheran church put up a neat structure while under the pastorate of Rev. Kunkleman. 
Adjoing the church building is the parsonage. | 
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
